Mrs. Rockwell succeeded her husband on this job 
as mail carrier and was a familiar figure on the 
Suffield roads for several years.

The Invisible Speed Limit 


Speed was involved in about 
35 percent of the accidents which 
killed 48,000 persons on Amer¬ 
ican highways in 1964. 

What is SPEED? 

Some people say speed is dan¬ 
gerous. But you’re going about 
1,000 miles per hour right now! 
(That’s the speed of the Earth’s 
rotation.) 

Is 35 mph a reckless speed on 
an expressway? Yes—recklessly 
slow. Is 20 mph a safe speed on 
a road covered with glare ice? 
Maybe—if you have 190 feet of 
clear distance ahead an time you 
have to stop! 

Is 65 or 70 mph ever a safe- 
speed? It’s the safest—on some 
roads; under some conditions and 
wth a well maintained car. 

Speed is a ruler, not a rule. 
The REAL speed trap is failure 
to adjust speed to conditions, 
and the real speed limit is an 
INVISIBLE ONE. 

Posted legal speed limits are 
meant to be sensible maximum 
speeds for favorable road, weath¬ 
er and traffic conditions. 

One guide used to set speed 
limits is the Uniform Vehicle 
Code. This national recommenda¬ 
tion suggests the “SPEED LIM¬ 
IT 60” sign you see so often on 
highways. Such speed limits are 
sometimes modified by Speed 
Zoning to suit local traffic and 
road conditions. 

Engineers and traffic experts 


know that four out of five mo¬ 
torists drive at or below a safe 
speed—adjusting sensibly to con¬ 
ditions. So to establish a zoned 
{speed, the experts take down the 
{speed control signs on a particu¬ 
lar stretch of road. They then 
I record the speed of passing ve¬ 
hicles. Whatever speed 85 per- 
!cent of the drivers maintain helps 
determine the new zoned speed 
limit, and up go the new signs. 

Although it is true that the 
faster you go the harder speed 
isn’t the big traffic killer. Four 
(out of five fatal traffic accidents 
are at speeds less than 60 mph. 
More than half of fatal traffic 
accidents in urban areas happen 
at speeds under 30! 

But relative speed, speed in 
relation to driving conditions— 
that’s another matter! 

Posted speed limits usually tell 
you the safe speed for GOOD 
driving conditions. Even then, it 
takes 366 feet, 66 feet longer 
than a football field—to stop 
from 60 mph. In bad weather, in 
slow or heavy traffic, on slippery 
roads, or when roadside activity 
is heavy, driving at posted speeds 
not only isn’t legal, it just isn’t 
good sense. 

Ther.e is an invisible speed 
limit for every driving condi¬ 
tion ... 

IN HEAVY TRAFFIC: Stay 
with the crowd—even when it 


means going 3 or 4 mph over the 
posted speed limit. If you pass 
often, or get passed often, some¬ 
thing’s wrong. Adjust to the in¬ 
visible speed limits set by the 
traffic. 

ON SLIPPERY ROADS: Rain, 
snow and ice make a posted speed 
limit meaningless. They reduce 
traction and cut visibility. Invisi¬ 
ble speed limits are your only 
protection. 

VEHICLE NEGLECT: Your 
car needs preventive mainte¬ 
nance. Don’t put it off! Other¬ 
wise, any speed can be a threat 
to you and your family. Check 
points should include Steering, 
Brakes, Lights, Tires, Horn Wip¬ 
ers. 

SUDDEN CHANGES: It’s 
hard to adjust speed when you 
leave an expressway. You’re used 
to the sound and feel of high 
speed, and 30 or 35 mph seems 
slow-poke. Make a conscious ef¬ 
fort to shake off the feel of 
speed. Believe the speedometer. 

According to the National 
Safety Council, That Invisible 
Speed Limit is set by... YOU— 
are you awake and alert? YOUR 
CAR—is it in good shape? THE 
TRAFFIC—is it heavy? THE 
WEATHER—can you see? THE 
ROAD —is it slippery, hilly, 
winding? THE ROADSIDE—is 
there heavy pedestrian or park¬ 
ing activity?
